SAN FRANCISCO 一 Thanks to 
the innovative and ， persistent 
eftorts of a Sonoma-based corpor- 
ation，a new，thoroughly modern 
hotel，overlooking citrus groves 
and 8a reservoir,*has opened up in 
rural Tiashan County，complete 
with passive solar -heating， 
running water， fush toilets， 
showers and baths，well-furnished 
rooms and a pond.

“We didnt go in with the idqea 
of a hotel. We went in thinking 站 
would be an interesting place to 
do _research on soft-path econ- 
omic development,”Larry Davis， 
the _ corporation'Ss ， President， ex- 
plained，Following the normal- 
ijizatiom of US-Ghina ” relations 
Davis and a， group of -others 
interested in soft-path develop- 
ment in Third World nations， 
looked towards China with inter-

SF General Offers In-Patient 


Psychiatric Care for A/PAs

SAN FRANCISCO 一 In June， 
1978 the President's Commission 
on Mental Health concluded that 
the mental health needs of the 
Asian/Pacific ， American com- 
munity were not being served. 
Almost two years later, in March， 
1980， The _ Asian and Pacific 
American In-Patient Psychiatric 
Program at SF Ceneral Hospital 
was born ， 

Today the program treats an 
average of ten A/PA in-patients a 
month, andhas gained visibility in 
the miental health community here 
but according to its director Dr. 
Francis C. Lu, the program is still 
actively recruiting bilingual and 
bicultural health professionals. 

NEED 

“There's no other mental health 
in-patient prIogram in SF with 
Asian stafft，and theres a large 
area,” Lu said. 
Approximately two-thirds of the 
Programs patients are mono- 
lingual and have been in the US 
jless than three years, he estimated， 
but before the _ program began， 
there was only one Cantonese- 
speaking Durse on the hospitals 
psychiatric staff， Lu has been on 
the staff almost five years，bnut 
does not speak Chinese. 

“SF General Hospital has tradi- 
tionally served the underserved 一 
the poor, the chronically 记 ，and 
numerous ethnic minority groups， 
especially recent immigrants,”Lu 
said， and its Department of 
Psychiatry， founded in 1976， 
serves the same group， But unti 
the A/PA in-patient psychiatric 
Program was founded，SF had 
only out-patient and day treat- 
Iment services Specially geared for 
the Asian populationm， 

The program's goals:correspond 
to the goals set in the President's 
Commission report and the goals 
of the hospitals Dept.. of Psychia- 
try，which is sponsored jointly by 
SFEGC 百 ,UCSF' s psychiatry qdepart- 
ment and Community Mental 
Heajlth Services of SF. 

“The three goals are services， 
training and research,” Lu ex- 
plained, and because training and 
research depend on an excellent 
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service delivery system，the PrIo- 
gram's first priority has been to 


recruit bilingual/biculturalstaffto | 


work with A/PA patients. 

Though formal studies have not 
yet been done;i Lu said the quality 
of mental health care for A/PA 
patients has improved with the 
addition of Asian staft， who 
presently number six. “More of 
our staff is bilingual and bicul- 
tural，and they're able to speak 
with the patients，theyTre more 
aware of ,the Patients”PIroblems 
and_ cultural mores that Don- 
Asians might not understand,” he 


Said. 
PSYCHOTIC 
The patients in the SECH 
piIogram,， who remain hospital- 
ized for an average of eight day， 
are usually acutely ”psychotic. 


“Many are suicidal or assaultive; 


others are SO mentally disabled 
that 'they can no longer Provide 
themselves with food，clothing 
and shelter. 

While the types of disorders 
common among A/PA patients are 
simailar to those found in blacks， 
Latinos and whites treated at the 
hospital， the causes ， are often 
different.， Again noting that 
research -has not yet been con- 
ducted on the subject，Lu norme- 
theless hypothesized that accul- 
turation is a major factor in A/PA 
mental health disorders. 

“The whole process of immi- 
gration is stressful,， he said,， “First 
they leave their homelands，cul- 


tures and friends. Then there's the 


acculturation DiIocess to a new 
language，hnew customs，finding 
employment or schooling. Its 
difficult for the individual and the 
farmily. 

In addition，Lu said there is 
often a feeling of shame that 
accompanies mental illness，and 
this is one issue that the Asian sta 任 
are particularly aware of.“Its a 
great difficulty for Asian families 
to _acknowledge mental ilness, 
Recent immigrants ， are often 
reluctant to _ seek help,”he said 
“The Patient may be showing 
Signs of mental disorder but the 


family tries to Protect him，an， 


doesnt bring him in until his 
behavior becomes disruptive.” 
But Lu has also noticed that 
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Dr. Francis C. Lu. 
once an Asian patient is admitted 
for .psychiatric care the family 
displays a great deal of concern. 
Large groups of family members 
come frequently to visit the 
patient，often bringing food，and 
Lu noted that the family unit and 
loyalty _ are important values in 
most Asian cultures， 

GUILT 

“Asian families _ are Supportive 
in the sense that they come and 
visit, but we don't know why,，he 
said.“Do they come because of a 
selise of guilt? Do they want to see 
the patient get well? Do they feel 
he's in an alien place and needs 
help? These are all questions that 
must be answered through 
Tesearch.… 

The attitude of the Asian com- 
munity towad' mental ilnesssis a 
complicated issue，Lu said，and 
often involves a “clash of systems.” 

“There's a general feeling of 
shame around people who are 计 
( 馆 thes Asian community)， and 
often relatives try to _ cure them 
within the family,， he explained. 
“The newer immigrants rely on 
acupuncture，herbal cures，amnd 
they are reluctant to use a western 
approach 

“But their whole conception of 
mentalillness is different.Theresa 
tendency to see it not as a Imental 
problem but as a physical one， 
and this，Lu added，is why 
traditional cures are often used. 

With language and cultural 
barriers largely broken by Asian 
stafft and by grouping the Asian 
patients together in one unit，the 
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quality of psychiatric care has， 


greatly improved,， Lu said。 There 
are now Cantonese-，Mandarin- 
and Tagalog-speaking staff to 
orient patients to_ unit rules and 
procedures， and the self- 


improvement system used during 


hsopitalization . 
Three _ multi-lingual commun- 
ity meetings are held each week 


with the entire 21-bed psychiatric - 


unit (Asian and mnon-Asian Pa- 
tients)，and occupational therapy 
is also offered bilingually，The 
A/PA patients，now that they're 
grouped togeher，often assist each 
other in adqjusting to activities im 
the _ unit，Lu said，noting that 
two-thirds of them speak Canton- 
ese， 
RESIDENCIES 

But service is only one of the 
goals of the A/PA In-Patient Psy- 
chiatric- Program. -Beginning ip 
July，1982，through UC9SEFs psy- 
chiatry department，the Program 


will offer residencies in Psychiatry 


fer students who have already 
completed their M.D.'s. Ihere is 
also a predoctoral internship for 
students training to be clinical 
Psychologists. 

Students of medicine，mnursing， 
occupational therapy and:. social 
work may also train through the 
program.

“Canon music is a composition 
in which a melody is accompanied 
by one or more copies of itself. In 
writing out the whole piece, many 
transformation ， rules can ”be 
applied. These rules draw close 
analogies with principles applied 
in lettering designs,” he explained. 

Like ”many musicians and 
mathematicians，Kim found both 
subjects equally appealing to him . 
“One thing commom in both math 
and music.is that they each carTy

mechanisms,”he explained.

With his background in math 
and music, Kim is able to conceive 
letter forms along similar 
Principles, “TI was infected very 
early with the romance of alpha- 
bets”，he admitted, and heenjoyed 
trying various forms of writing， 
too.
